SAIGON (UP!)—Viet Cong guerrillas launched 
^simultaneous commando and mortar attacks on three 
U.S. air bases today, destroying 18 helicopters and 
two jet fighter-bombers and damaging 27 others. 

U.S. Marine guards succeeded in beating back two 
of the attacks, but a five-man guerrilla suicide squad 
carrying satchels of explosives succeeded in pene¬ 
trating perimeter defences at Chu Lai, the main base 
for U.S. Marine jets, about 285 miles north of Saigon.

A withering barrage of mortar 
fire slammed into the closely 
parked helicopters and the flaJe 
of explosions and streaks of 
tracer bullets could be plainly 
seen by the residents of Da 
Nang, across the river from toe 
base. 

The firelight lasted for about 
a half-hour, and marines picking 
their way through the rubble 
left by the brazen midnight 
attack counted 18 helicopters de¬ 
stroyed and another 22 dam¬ 
aged. 

The area around Da Nang Is j 
the largest U.S. military com¬ 
plex in Viet Nam. 

NONE LEAVE GROUND 

Not a single helicopter was 
seen to leave the ground during 
the half-hour attack. 

Early reports said no aircraft 
were damaged at the main Da 
Nang base. 

In a related action, a Viet 
Cong unit estimated at more 
than 100 men stumbled into a 
marine ambush near Da Nang 
and was badly cut up before 
withdrawing. 

U BODIES COUNTED 

Fifteen guerrilla bodies were 
counted. The ambush was 
sprung by marines of the Third 
Battalion. Ninth Marine Regi¬ 
ment. which u deployed de¬ 
fensively around Da Nang. 

A marine spokesman said 
Red suicide squads sought to 
Infiltrate all three bases under 
the cover of mortar fire, but 
succeeded in getting through 
perimeter defences only at Chu 
Lai, which is situated on the 
South China Sea. 

The attacks came shortly 
after airlifted "Flying Horse¬ 
men" of the U.S. 1st Cavalry 
Division pushed out from the

The Coast Guard reported 20 small boats were 
in the treacheronn Florida Strait* and six other* 
docked here Wednesday morning. 

This surge of about 300 refugee* brings to 
more than 2,000 the total number of pereon* who 
have left Cuba since Sept 28.

I T CANNOT be said there is any dearth of candidates 
seeking a place in the next national parliament. 
The official list as closed across the country cites a 
total of 1,013 individuals bent on this aim, which is 
roughly an average of four aspirants for every federal 
seat The Commons retains its customary appeal. 

Some of this results of course from the plethora 
of parties which currently compose the political scene, 
plus a few hardy souls running under an independent 
banner, but even so democratic representation does 
not seem likely to fail through lack of ambition. 

As was to be expected since they are the major 
national political groups the Conservatives and Lib¬ 
erals each filed a candidate for every riding, and they 
are the parties one or other of which, unless in an 
upset that would confound ail pundits, will secure the 
most votes even if minority government is again to 
be a feature of the election. 

Next in line come the New Democrats, who while 
bidding ten short of the Commons’ 265 available seats, 
thus at the outset putting their chances at a dis¬ 
advantage, are making an almost equal gambit for 
the place in the federal sun. In the abstract only these 
three parties are because of their plurality of candi¬ 
dates in a position to form the next federal adminis¬ 
tration. 

There is a deal of difference, naturally, between 
abstract speculation or arithmetical entrance into the 
election lists and the actual choice of the voters, as 
the evening of November 8 undoubtedly will prove. 
In spite of their comprehensive list of candidates it 
is scarcely likely that the New Democrats will emerge 
as the victor* of next month’s test at the polls. 

The other political groupings could be nothing 
more than also rans even if they won every seat they 
contested, a miracle hardly to be entertained. Social 
Credit has managed only to put 87 candidates In the 
field, and the Creditiste group 76, which ranks them of 
minor status on the national scene. The only other 
collective entrants, 12 Communist candidates, are 
voices in a wilderness they are likely to remain. 

What in particular the final slate of candidates 
indicates is that Social Credit, for all its provincial 
dominance in the two most westerly regions of the 
country and its claims to be of national importance, 
has given up the ghost as far as the federal political 
scene is concerned. To enter but one-third of the 
constituencies open to ail parties is to admit a lesser 
standing on the national front 
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Formula for Peace 

T A RECENT meeting of the 36 states comprising 
the Organization of National Unity in Accra, 
capital of Ghana, no fewer than 2*2 member * ur ged 
military action against Rhodesia’s whitecontrolltd 
government unless it accepted rule by the majority— 
which would mean domination by the four million 
African citizens of the 250,000 whites in the still- 
British colony. 

However, states of the union which are members 
of the British Commonwealth prevailed upon the 
conference to vote only on a resolution of condemna¬ 
tion of minority government rule. 

The attitude of the militant states showed clearly 
the widespread racial antagonism, that still small 
flame of hatred for the whites which would require 
little encouragement to burst the bounds of reason¬ 
ableness. 

Yet, while the member-nations at Accra were 
upbraiding as undemocratic the policy of Rhodesia's 
Prime Minister Ian Smith the political opponents of 
the host government were still in prison. 

Elsewhere on the Dark Continent, massacres, 
aimed rebellion and guerrilla wars still kept a large 
part of the country aflame. 

From such unsettled and unsophisticated states, 
only lately removed from the harsh tribal laws they 
had maintained for centuries, demands for war against 
Rhodesia might not be unexpected. Such a move most 
certainly would have precipitated inter-racial strife, 
and inevitably the African cause would have lost much 
of the sympathetic support it has been given by the 
white nations. 

What is more. Prime Minister Smith would have 
possessed a rallying cry far more effective than drums 
and trumpets. 

It is in this atmosprere of fears and tensions that 
Britain's Prime Minister Wiison is .meeting Rhodesia's 
leaders in Salisbury to try to prevent the unilateral 
declaration of independence that has been threatened. 
Mr. Smith is believed to be offering a formula which 
may break the deadlock: a plan for progressive eman¬ 
cipation of the African population to the point where, 
in an unspecified period, all will have the vote and 
rule by the majority will have been effected. Educa¬ 
tion in the principles of democratic government is, of 
course, the basis of the scheme. 

Whether or not Mr. Smith’s idea is acceptable to 
the Africans remains to be seen. But it would seem 
to offer an escape from an impasse very heavily 
weighted with danger, not only for Rhodesia but for 
the whole of the continent. 

Pleasing Project 

T HE B.C. Centennial Committee, under the able 
chairmanship of Mr. Laurie Wallace, deputy pro¬ 
vincial secretary, initiates some pleasing surprises. 
A few days ago it unveiled the fine totem carving 
scheme that will spur the pride and skills of Indian 
craftsmen; now it has come up with another com¬ 
mendable project. 

It will create a B.C. Hall of Fame in honor of 
notable athletes and games players who by their 
prowess have brought distinction to this province. 

Halls of Fame there are of various sports in North 
America, and so the idea per se is not new. But the 
B.C. roll of this nature should provide a permanent 
record of sports figures who otherwise might fade 
unjustly into forgotten ranks. 

How far back the chosen board of trustees will 
go in their selections one does not know, but presum¬ 
ably research will not overlook outstanding athlete* 
of early B.C. days. 

A suitable setting for B.C.’s Hall of Fame will be 
provided within PNE precincts in Vancouver, wherein 
doubtless will be housed the relics, photographs, medals 
and other memorabilia associated with those chosen 
as the elect of B.C.’s sporting world, past and present. 

As a centennial project this one has much to be 
■aid in its favor.

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Leave Parsnips In! 


By >1. V. < HF.SN I T 

In my last column we kicke<l 
around some o£ the problems involved 
In the winter storage of vegetables, 
and I gave specific Instructions cover¬ 
ing potatoes, carrots, beets, pump¬ 
kins and Winter squash. Today I 
thought we might continue with the 
techniques of storing some other sub¬ 
jects. 

★ * ★ 

PARSNIPS—These can take quite 
a bit of frost, and in fact they do not 
develop their full flavor and sweet¬ 
ness until touched by frost. On well- 
drained sandy loam soil, I think par¬ 
snips keep better If allowed to remain 
In the ground rather than If pulled 
and stored. Occasionally they will be 
lost, as In the bad winter of 1955-56, 
but most years they come through 
in splendid shape—tastier, I think, 
than the fall parsnips. 

There Is a commonly held super 
stltion that parsnips over-wintered In 
the ground turn poisonous in the 
spring; if this is true, the Chesnut 
family should have been dead many 
years ago. The truth of the matter is 
that even our youngest child has 
never suffered as much as a mild 
stomach upaet after eating spring- 
pulled parsnips. 

Some gardeners pull their par¬ 
snips In the fall, twist off their tops 


In prevent further growth, and re- 
plant them upside down to be pulled 
as needed' through the winter. This 
should be in a spot close to a hard 
•path, so they can be gathered in wet 
weather without muddy boots. 

I suggest you try this stunt with 
some of your carrots too. This is a 
bit chancey, for carrots can’t take as 
much winter frost is parsnips, but 
in the years when the gamble comes 
off, you'll find the spring-pulled car¬ 
rots have a particularly fine flavor. 

Mind you, you can't leave parsnips 
—nor carrots—In the ground In 
heavy; wet soil Infested with slugs, 
and in this case, store in damp sand 
or peat moss. Ideal temperature for 
parsnip storage is 32 degrees and the 
ideal relative humidity is 70 per cent. 
* * * 

CAULIFLOWER — EYPri under 
Ideal conditions, cauliflowers have a 
storage life of only a few weeks, and 
until the time of really hard frosts 
arrives, they are better left in the 
ground. Pin a couple of the outer 
leaves together over the top of the 
curd with a spring clothes peg to 
keep out the rain. 

Another good stunt is to take out 
a shovelful of soil alongside the stem 
and on the north side of each plant 
Rend the plant over toward the north, 
and dump the spadeful of soil on the 


lower stem In hold it in the slanting 
position so the low winter sun cannot 
strike the curd. 

Examine your cauliflower every 
few days, cutting each one as it 
reaches prime condition, for this, vege¬ 
table Is quick to become overblown 
and useless after reaching its pqak. 
With all cauliflowers, cabbages and 
sprouts standing In the garden, re¬ 
move any leaves which may be turn¬ 
ing yellow, as these give off a foul 
odor which can impart a bad flavor 
to the vegetables. 

* * * 

GOURDS These are grown for 
ornamental use, not for eating, and 
to keep well without becoming 
mildewed or mouldy, they MUST be 
left on the vine until quite ripe and 
mature and the skin so hard you 
can't dent it with your thumbnail. In 
our cool climate, it isn’t easy lo bring 
gourds to this stage of maturity 
before cold, wet weather arrives, so 
it is usually necessary to give the 
plants a head start by sowing the 
seeds indoors or under glass In 
March. 

When ripe, cut with a bit of stem 
attached and place In a warm, dry 
place for three weeks, then coat with 
a clear floor polish, or better atUl. a 
good wax car polish, and shine with A 
■oft cloth.

Insect-fighters In Canadian woods are learning 
new respect for the enemy because of Victoria's Dr. 
William Wellington. 

In the past few years the 45- 
year-old forest entomologist has 
been documenting a new idea: 
insects aren't as insect-like as 
people used to think. 

Bugs are not as identical as 
pennies from the mint. There 
arp vigorous strains and slug- 
fish ones, and the difference 
ran be translated into dollars. 

RESEARCHER 

Dr. Wellington's studies for 
the federal department of for¬ 
estry have brought him inter¬ 
national recognition. On Wed¬ 
nesday the Forest Research 
laboratory on Burnside Road 
West announced a new honor: 
he has been named a principal 
research scientist, one at only 
three In the department. 

Vancouver - bom, the quiet- 
speaking researcher first stud¬ 
ied insects at UBC. Later he 
combined this with wartime ex¬ 
perience in meteorology to fore¬ 
cast upsurges of the spruce 
hod worm in Ontario's forests. 

CATERPII.LAR 

The doctor got deeper into 
insect behavior after coming to 
Victoria in 1853. His subject: 

Hie tent caterpillar, which at¬ 
tacks fruit trees and other de¬ 
ciduous types. 

Dr. Wellington sorted active 
from sluggish caterpillars by 
watching them seek out « light 
source. He discovered that 
colonies stimulated by vigorous 
caterpillars produce club-shap¬ 
ed, elongated tents, while the 
dullards eat less and spin 
smaller, compact homes. 

He even showed that infesta¬ 
tions ran through a predictable
